The  district  Is  entirely  rural  in  character,  the  northern  portion  being 
typical  lakeland  country  with  lakes  and  fells  merging  into  the  more  southern 
portion  which  extends  to  the  coast  and  forms  pa:  t  of  the  northern  shores  of 
Morecambe  Bay.  Two  lakes,  Coniston  and  Esthwaite,  as  well  as  two-thirds  of 
the  shores  of  Lake  Windermere  are  wholly  contained  in  the  District, 


The  principal  industry  is  agrii culture ,  with  the  hotel  and  catering  industry 
playing  a  prominent  part  during  the  summer  season.  Slate  quarrying  is  a  feature 
In  the  northern  and  central  parts  of  the  District. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  principal  vital  statistics  for  1568  and  for  the  preceding  five  years 
are  given  on  page  two. 

Of  the  21 9  live  births  registered,  1 1 9  were  males  of  which  7  were 
illegitimate  and  100  were  females  of  xohich  10  were  illegitimate. 

Approximately  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  of  age  and 
over  and  the  main  causes  of  death  were:-  Heart  disease  83,  vascular  lesions 
of  nervous  system  41  and  malignant  growths,  36,  Of  the  83  deaths  from  heart 
disease,  63  were  due  to  coronary  artery  disease. 

The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  of  1 6. 1  per  1,000  and  the  adjusted  death  rate 
of  11.4  per  1,000  can  be  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  of  16.9  per  1,000  and  11,9  per  1,000  respectively. 
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Adjusted  live  birth  rate  1968  (comparability  factor  1.17)  =  16.9  per  1,000 
Adjusted  death  rate  1968  (comparability  factor  0.83)  =  11.9  per  1,000

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  provision  and  maintenance  of  public  water  supplies  for  the  whole  of 
the  District  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Furness  Water  Board,  with  the 
exception  of  a  small  part  of  the  parish  of  Cartmol  Fell,  for  which  the  Lakes 
and  Lune  Water  Board  is  responsible. 


The  larger  supplies  were  adequate  in  quantity  throughout  the  year  but 
some  of  the  smaller  public  supplies  in  rhe  northern  parishes,  and  some  private 
supplies,  failed  during  the  month  of  August.  A  new  reservoir  and  treatment 
works  have  been  cons  trusted  at  Highfieid  near  the  boundary  with  Dalton  Urban 
District.  The  source  of  the  venter  is  Poaka  Lech.  Part  of  the  I>ow  Furness 
district  is  now  supplied  from  these  works  a.  I  the  remainder  from  the 
Pennington  treatment  works.  The  oO  Ji u  1  xO  rn  part  of  the  rural  district  is 
supplied  from  the  New  con  treatment  works  and  the  central  area  from  Bortree 
Tarn  where  full  treatment  is  now  given.  All  these  supplies  gave 
consistently  good  bacteriological  results. 


The  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  13  small  sources 
scattered  throughout  the  area.  Ail  but  3  of  those  are  now  chlorinated.

Lacteriologically  with  70 


satisfactory  results.  This  is  an  improve  "lent  on  previous  years  but 
further  improvement  is  still  desirable.  39  samples  from  untreated  supplies 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  only  If  gave  satisfactory 
results. 


It  is  estimated  that  there  are  some  1 ,373  dwellings  using  private 
supplies.  18  samples  were  examined  from  these  supplies  of  which  7  were 
satisfactory.

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SETERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Details  of  the  methods  of  sewage  disposal  have  been  kindly  supplied  by 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  are  given  on  pages  6  and  7. 

85  new  and  1 6  existing  dwellings  were  connected  to  the  sewerage  system 
and  34  new  and  20  existing  dwellings  to  septic  tanks.  26  privies  were 
converted  to  fresh  water  closets.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  now  some 
6,245  dwellings  on  a  water  carriage  system  and  the  number  of  privy  middens 
has  been  reduced  to  1 60. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  is  maintained  from  premises  v/here 
dustbins  are  provided  and  a  five  or  six  weekly  collection  is  made  from 
ashpits  and  privy  middens,  (except  the  majority  of  f arras).  Disposal  is  to 
eight  semi-controlled  tips  in  various  parts  of  the  district.

34 6  samples  of  milk  were  submitted,  for  examination  for  brucellosis.  18  gave 
a  positive  ring  test  and  5  of  these  were  found  to  contain  Brucella  organisms. 

In  respect  of  3  of  the  positive  results  orders  under  Article  20  of  the 
Milk  C.  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959  were  made  and  in  the  case  of  the 
other  2  the  milk  retailers  voluntarily  ceased  to  retail  milk  produced  at 
their  farms. 

2  further  orders  were  served  on  producers  in  the  Rural  Area  in  respect  of 
positive  samples  obtained  in  Diversion  Urban  District.
